raUroad: "President Cassatt, of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company, is 
planning a new coup. In accordance 
with his great policy he is planning 
connections with the various branch 
lines to relieve the main line oi much 
of its traffic. 
Ha is preparing for the 


f xtension of some interior roads which 
will give to the company a greatly in- 
creased tonnage. 


"The proposition now under active 


consideration will take a great volume 
of traffic from the Huntingdon and 
B-oad Top railroad. It will furnish a 
new cutlet for the Bedford branch and 
w'.ll give that road a continuous outlet 
to the main line of the Pennsylvania. 


"Some years ago the Pennsylvania 


Midland 
railroad 
from 
Cessna to 


Brooks Mills was begun. It was back- 
ed by John Cessna and others, but 
after about twelve miles had been con' 
structed work was stopped. It is the 
intention now to re-survey the line and 
work has already begun. Outside in- 
terests will construct the road, but it 
will eventually become the property of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company 


"Tne road is about twenty-three 


miles long. It wid connect the Bed- 
ford branch of the Pennsylvania with 
the Petersburg branch of the same sys- 
tem. 
The construction of this line 


will give to the Pennsylvania a large 
amount of business which the Bedford 
rranch now turns over to the Hunting- 
don and Broad Top railroad at Mt. 
Dallas. The new line will ruu through 
Oiterburg and Hollidaysburg and will 
be a short cut between Bedford and 
Aitoona. 


"The Bedford division extends from 


Mt. Dallas to Cumberland. 
At Hycd- 


man it connects with the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad and at Cumberland 
with the Georges Creek and Cumber- 
land, Baltimore and Ohio and the West 
V.rginia and Pittsburg railroad. All 
these lines give to the Bedford road a 
large amount of tramc which is turned 
over to the Huntingdon and Broad 
Top railroad at Mt. Dallas. 


"The new line will take most of the 


business which is given to the latter 
road, and at the same time will give to 
the Bed'ord branch a continuous out- 
let to ihe mala line of the Pennsylva^ 
nia railroad.''

Many Bedford Coal Bias Are Empty 


Bedford is again threatened with a 


fuel famine. For a week or more the 
local dealers tried to get somB soft 
coal but were unsuccessful until yes- 
terday, when two or three carloads ar 
rived here and will be doled out in 
small quantities to our citizens. There 
are inany empty coal bins in Bedford 
Some of our people are buying hare 
coal, which sells for 86 75 a ton, only 
twenty-five cents more than last year 
James Milholland, of Cumberland, who 
represents the American Coal com 
pany, from whom the Bedford retailen 
get their supply, has promised to dc 
all he cin to fill the orders from thi 
place, but the prospects for getting an 
adequate supply are not very bright 
A large quantity of coal is being ship- 
ped to the cities, where it is sold for 
83 and 89 a ton.

In my message to the present con- 


gress at its first session I discussed at 
length the question cf the regulation 
of those big corporations commonly 
doing an interstate business, 
oftea 


with some tendency to monopoly, 
wh'ch. are popularly known as trusts. 
The experience of the past year has 
r-mphasizad, in my opinion, the desira- 
bility of the steps I then proposed. A 
fundamental requisite of social efficien- 
cy is a high standard of individual 
energy and excellence, bnt this is in no 
wise inconsistent with power to act in 
combination for aims which can cot so 
well be achieved by the individual 
acting alone. A fundam ntal base of 
civil zation Is the inviolnb'litv of prop- 
er'y; bnt this is in no wi e inconsistent 
with the rignt of society to regulate 


frnucMsef,, in such a way as to prevent 
th'1 misuse of tVss powers. 


Corporations, and tbp'cially combi- 


nat'ons of corporations, should be man- 
aged under public rfgulation. 
Expa- 


rience has shown that under our system 
of government the nec;s=ary supervis- 
ion cannot be obtained by state action. 
It must therefore be achieved 
ry 


nr.tiunal aetiou. Our aim is not to do 
awj,y with corporations; on the con- 
trary, thrse big aggregations are an 
inevitable development of modern in- 
dustrialism, ard the effort to destroy 
tlem would be futile unless accom- 
plished in ways that would wark the 
u ' m =t mischief 
to tbe entire body 


politic 
We can do nothing of good in 


the way of regulating and supervising 
these corporators until we fix clearly 
in our minds that we are not attack- 
irgthe corporations, but endeavoring 
to do away with any evil in them. 
We are not hostile to them; we are 
merely determined that they shall be 
so handled as to subserve the pub'ie 
good 
We draw the line sgainst mis- 


conduct, not against 
wealth 
The 


capitalist who, aione or in conjunction 
with his follows, performs some great 
indu*tnal feat 
by which he wins 


money is a welldoer, not a wrong-

In curbing and regulating the com- 


bi tatioas of capital which are or may 
become injurious to the public we 
must be careful not to stop the great 
enterprises which have legitimately 
reduced the cost of production, not to 
abandon the place which our country 
has won in the leadership of the inter- 
national industrial world, not to strike 
down wealth with the result of closing 
factories and mines, of tnrring tbe 
wage-worker idle in the streets and 
leaving the farmer without a market 
f..r what he grows. Insistence upon 
tne impossible means delay in achiev- 
ing the possible, exactly as, on the 
Ouher 
baud, the 
stubborn defense 


alike of what is good and what is bid 
in the existing system, the resolute 
efforts to obstruct'any attempt at bet 
torment, betrays blindness to the his- 
toric truth that wise evolution is the 
sure safeguard against revolution. 


No more important subject can come 


before the congress than this of the 
regulation of interstate business. This 
Cjuitry cinnot afford to sit supine on 
the pica that under our peculiar sys- 
tem of government we are helpless in 
tlie presence of new conditions and 
unable to grapple with them or to cut 
out whatever of evil has arisen in con- 
nection with them. The power of the 
congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce is an absolute and unqualified 
^raGt, and without limitation other 
than those prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion. The congre-s has constitutional 
authority to make all laws necessary 
and proper for ex^cu lag this power, 
aad I am satisfl"d that this power has 
not been exhausted by any legislation 
now on the statute books. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that evils restrictive 
ol commercial freedom aud entailing 
restraint upon national commerce fall 
within the regulative 
power of the 


congress, and that a wise and reason- 
able law would be a necessary and 
proper exercise of congressional au- 
thority to the end that such evils 
should be eradicated. 


I believe that monopolies, unjust 


discriminations, 
which prevent 
or 


cripple competition, fraudulent over- 
capiia'ization and other evils in trust 
organ-'/ations 
and practices which 


ii juriously affect interstate! trade can 
b>prevented under the power of the 
congress to "regulate commerce with 
foreign nations and among the several 
states" through regulations and re- 
quirements operating directly upon 
suck commerce, the instrumentalities 
thereof, and those engaged therein. 


I earnestly recommend this subject 


to the consideration of the congress 
with a view to the passage of a law 
resoonab'e in its provisions and effect- 
ive in its operations, upon which the 
questions can be finally adjudicated 
t'nat now raise doubts as to the neces- 
sity of constitutional amendment If 
it prove impossible to acomplish the 
purposes above set forth by such a 
law, then, assuredly, wo should not 
shrink from amending theC^nstitution 
so as to secnrc beyond p^radvonture 
the power sought.

Swell the Government Receipts—Mexican 


Bantu—The Season of Outdoor Sports 


Near at Hand. 


MEXICO Cm-, Msz., November 26 — 


The business expansion in Mexico is 
in no other manner so accurately 
marked as by the increased receipts of 
the federal government from stamp 
taxes. Coming as this revenue does 
from a tax upon actual transactions, it 
is a reliable business barometer, and 
one that is carefully watched by gov- 
ernment officials and shrewd business 
men. During the last ten years the 
revenue from documentary stamps in 
Mexico has increased from something 
over 89,000,000 a year to over 125,000,- 
000, or nearly 180 per cent. During 
these ten years, from 1891 to 1902, and 
including the last fiscal year, every 
year, without exception, records an in- 
crease in the stamp revenue, showing 
the steady and conservative nature of 
the country's progress. The banking 
records of Mexico furnish another 
striking example of the 
country's 


midern progress. 


In 1865 the 
movement 
through 


Mexican banks amounted to only 31,- 
000,000 and only twenty years ago 
bink checks were unknown here? 
Even tan years ago checks were rarely 
drawn for less than 81,000. The bank 
movement in Mexico to-day is consid- 
ersb'y over $300,000,000 a year, checks 
are in general use and the twenty- 
five chartered banks of the country 
have an authorized capital of over 
833,000,000. 


Mexico City's new Young Men's Chris- 


tian association building, it is expect- 
ed, will be ready for occupancy within 
the course of the next week or two. 
There is no longer any doubt as to the 
general success of the organization. 
Aside from the signatures of almost 
three hundred English speaking young 
men on the preliminary lists of mem- 
bership, more than one hundred have 
already paid their initiation fees, al- 
though the institution is not in opera- 
tion, and a movement is under way for 
the organization of an Auxiliary Ath- 
letic club, which will arrange for a 
season of field sports. 


Since Mexico enjoys permanent sum- 


mer weather, interrupted by storms 
during the entire winter months, from 
October until May, the coming winter 
is anticipated with more than usual in- 
terest by the lovers of field sports, 
golf, baseball, cricket, tennis, la crosse 
and racing.

The case of Minnie Johnson against

sum of 875; that this 875 was credited 
on the said 8555 due Fitzimons on said 
sale, leaving the true amount due 8480;

Ublished an Indian traders' post at tbe 
place and for many years the post was 
known as K&ystown. 
The advance 


column of General Forbes' army built 
a fort in August, 175S. It was then 
named Fort Rays town. 


In 1706 the town was laid out and 


called Bedford. The first court was 
held at Bedford on the 10th of April, 
1771, at the tavern of Henry Wertz, 
before William Proctor, Jr., Robert 
Cluggage, Robert Hanna, George Wil- 
son, William Locheny and Willi&m Mc- 
Connell, Esqrs., Justices of Oar Lord 
the King. The first courthouse and 
jail was erected in 1774 on the north- 
west corner of the public square. 


In 1772 the Court of Quarter Sessions 


of Bedford County made an order to 
open a road from the town of Bedford 
to the Yon(?hiogheny river to 31-mile 
tree from Fort Pitt on General Brad- 
dock's road, where it crossed Bewick- 
ley creek, 67 miles; it passed through 
the present town of Schellsburg. Th'.s 
road was used until 1791, when the 
Council of State ordered a new road tc 
be opened from Miller's spring, in Cum- 
berland county, to Fort Pitt. 
This 


road was confirmed as far as Fort Bed- 
ford on the i-ith of November, 178'J 
and from Fort Bedford to Fort Pitt oi 
the 23th of September, 1791.

road was built through Schellsburg ir 
1792. The turnpike from Bedford tr 
Stoyestown was built in 1817.

aucr) would produce paralysis lo the 
business energies of ihe community. 
The firatconsideritiooin making these 
changes would, ol course, be to pre- 
serve the principle which underlies our 
whole tariff system—that is, the prin- 
ciple oi putting American business in- 
terest at least on a fall tquahty with 
interest abroad, and of always allow- 
ing a sufficient rate of duty to more 
than cover the difference between the 
labor coat here aud abroad. The well- 
being of the wage-worker, like the 
well-being of the tiller of the soil, 
should be treated as an essential in 
shaping our whole economic policy 
There must never be any charge which 
will j-opardize the standard of com 
fortune standard of wages of the Amer- 
ican wage-worker. 


One way in which the reacijnstment 


siuirtit can be reached is by reciprocity 
treaties. It is greatly to be desired 
that such treaties may be adopted 
They can be ussd to widen ouf markets 
and to give a greater field for the ac- 
'ivities of our producers on the om 
hand, and OB the other hand to secure 
in practical shape the lowering of du 
ties when they are no longer needed 
for protection among our own people, 
or when the minimum of donnge done 
may be disregarded for the sake of tbf 
maximum of good accomplished. If it 
prove impossible to ratify the pending 
treati»E, and if there seem to be no 
warrant for tbo endeavor to execute 
others, or to amend the pending trca 
ties, so that they can be ratified, the 
the same end—13 secure r. eiprccity— 
should be met by direct legislation.
